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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The claims 2 and 3 are rejected under the same 
manner as to Office action August 14 2008. Applicant argued that prior art did not disclose, "The store switching information which is used 
by each router apparatus positioned along a transfer path of a packet". As to applicant's argument Bandinelli disclosed, "Alternatively, the 
disk image may be loaded onto a communication device, such as router, switch, a bridge, enabling them to participate in one or more virtual 
private networks established over the internet (col. 27, lines 27-30). As one ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention knows well 
that all the config information is being communicated betwee different communication devices such as router and switch. Applicant argued 
that Bendinelli merely disclosed, "Switching information calculation". As to applicant's argument Bendinelli disclosed,With a TCP tunnel 
established, the network operations center 610 may provide the gateway daemon with an IP address Permitting the first gateway 650 to 
route, for example, traffic associated with controlling a gateway throuhg the TCP tunnel to the networl operations center 610 and the tunnel 
interface module 612. THe first gateway may then communicate directly with the tunnel interface module. One ordinay skill in the art 
understands that network operation centre store the routing and the switching information where this information is redistributed and added 
by using the routing and switching algorithym such as store and forward switching and dynamic routing protocols like rip used to create 
internal routing table among different gateways (eg. routers and switch). Applicant argued that Bendinelli merely disclosed, "core router 
apparatus that recieves and transfers a packet to which the switching information has been affixed for switching the packet". As to 
applicant's argument one ordinary skill in the art knows that in Bendinelli that router and switch has been used as gateways to communicate 
the packet using the routing and switching information stored internally with the router and switch . 
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
